RUSSIA SITUATION 


London, Jan.. 22~ he fiye..gteat 
France; the 
United States; Ttaly “gnd “fépan have 
reached_a definite agreement ‘regard. 
ing. Russia, nding: toa Paris dis, 
‘cntral’ News © Agency. 

- President’ Wilson’ and Premier 
Lloyd George are sin complete agree- 
ment as reGards the Russiar situation 
according to the Paris edition of the 
London Daily Mail. They regard a 
settlement of the Russian question 
as_ absolutely necessary preliminary 
to the formation of a Jeague of na- 
tions, the newspaper declares, and 
they are anxious to secure the evi. 
dence of accredited Bolshevik repre- 
sentatives as to the status of Rus- 
sian ‘affairs. 

’ Terrirtoria! Powers 

“French opinion” continues the 
newspaper, “is not at present in fa_ 
vor of even this admission of the 
Bolsheviki regime but the English 
proposaLis that the Bolsheviki gov_ 
ernment should invited to send 
representatives to give evidence, the 
English suggestion being that repre- 
sentatives of Russia should be in- 
vited to come to Paris and tell the 
conference exactly what territorial 
powers they claim: , If, thereby an 
agreement can be reached as to ter- 
ritorial deliminations the different 
Russian governments can be defined 
and requested to confine their claims 
and ambitions to such territories and 
cease attempting to extend them by 
armed forces.” . 

Unless this is done Lloyd George 

fears a parallel with the French revo- 
lution when an attempt at interfer- 
ence by external powers Ted to the 
creation of a great najtional army. 
Such an event might occur in Russia 
if allied armed intervention were pur- 
sued. The Bolsheviki army might 
be reinvigorated, and constitute 
serious and continued menace to the 
peace of Europe. 
* “French opinion, on the other hand 
seems inclined to support the Poles, 
who staite that they are prepared to 
raise an army and tothe limit, if not 
crush Bolshevism, if assisted with 
munitions and officers.

-HAIL INSURANCE ACT 


We,. the members of your board, 

Municipal 
Hail insurance act, pasded at the 1918: 
session, of the Alberta legislature is 
the ‘net result of the work of our or- 
gartization for, the past six or seven 
years. After making tse of the ex. 

perience gained in the Hail Insurance } 
‘business aS Tine companies. and’the 
‘Munigipal Instance, which was pes- 
sed at your requwést, we have, we be. 
lieve, eliminated’ all the “objectionable 
fedtures of ‘the present plan of mu- 
nicipal Hail Instirance and saved what 
good we have found in it, the main 
thing being. the low. cost of adminis_ 
tration. You will notigg that the re- 
port of the hail_béard shows a cost 
of only 3 1-2 per cent for the year 
1918 as against 8 per cent to 10 per 
cent for all Line companies, and an 
average of 5.73 per cent for the en- 
tre five years during which ‘the pres. 
eft plan of Municipal Insurance has 
been in force: “* 2o > ; 

The weak point in Mutiicipal Insur- 
ance hitherté fas been that “we at- 
tempted to set the rate of asseas- 
ment in advance, and made the mig- 
take of setting it too low so that it 
could not cover the losses. Under the 
new act we are leaving the rate to’ be 
set after the losses are sustained, and 
collecting it with the other taxes: 

Provision is made $0 that it is not! 
compulsory on any farmer who does 
not want Protection, fut all who do 
want it can get it at actuat cost. to be 
administered'entirely by men selected 
by the farmers without any kind of 
political interference. 

Your board therefore requests all 
loeals to cooperate with the local Mu. 
nicipal councils in affording every op- 
portunity for full discussion of the act 
in order that when the vote is taken 
in the various municipalities the rate_ 
payers may be fully acquainted with 
its provisions.

“Some assistance was given us’ by 
the U.F,A: locals during the year, and 
had it not been for the epidemic tthey 
would undoubtedly have helped very 
considerably. I believe that an ap- 
pedl made to them directly after this 
convention woukd be sympathetically 
received and that through’ their ‘ef- 
forts a great many new U.F-A. locals 
fcan be organized. Now that there 
wifl not be any need for Red: Cross 
work, the- women will haye more 
time to interest themselves in the 
farmers’ organization. Whatever ef- 
forts’are made to increase our mem- 
bership. should be undertaken at the 
earliest possible opportunity, so that 
new locals may be well on their feet, 


atitt the members thoroughly “Anters 


ested before the busy season on the 
farm commences, 


“The principal work undertaken by 
our locals last year has of course been 
for the Red Cross. Large quantities 
of sewing have heen done, but it is, I 
regret to say, imposstble for me to 
give even an approximate estimate of 
same from the reports which have 
reached me. Each one states that 
this has been their principal work, but 
they omit in most cases to give de- 
tails. The same thing applies to 
cash donations, most of which ‘have 
been turned into the local societies. 
Those which were sent through the 
central. office, however, amounted to 
approximately $2,500 besides $41.00 
for the Travellers’ Aid. 

“Reports of the progress which they 
were making were received fairly 
regularly from all our branches dur- 
ing the past year. I would like to 
Point out to the delegates present at 
this convention the absolute neces- 
sity of kegping the -central office pos- 
ted as to what is going on in their 
locals. if the Association is going to 
accomplish the fullest possible amount 
of good, Not only is it a source 
of encouragement to the provincial 
secretary but is one of the most prac- 
tical ways in which the locals’ can 
help the association as a whole. It 
enables your seretary to keep the 
farm papers supplied with news of 
what you are doing which is one of 
the very best means of advertising.

OTTAWA, Jan. 16—Civilian traffi¢ 
to Europe has opened in‘earnest, The 
department of external affairs is 
flooded with applications for. pass. 
ports, They are coming in at the rate 
of well over 100 a day and there are 
about 1,000 on hand, with which the 
Officials of the department have been 
unable to deal. A.double, staff is work- 
ing on the correspondence. 

Larger offices are being secured. 
So far,as the Dominion government is 
concerned ,no passports are required 
for a person wishing to leave the 
country. But on arrival on the other 
side the traveller must produce a pass 
port as evidence of his. bona-fides be- 
fore he will be permittel land, 
Before any person can leave the Unit- 
éd Kingdom permission must be ob- 
tained from the foreign office.”

The Peace conference was formally 
opened Saturday afternoon with a4 
speech: by. President Poincare,. who 
thanked the Allied nations for their 
having chosen Paris for this work 
and praised the valor of the Alllied 
armies which had | preserved the, capi-, 
tal 6f France from-the enemy. 

The President's epeech. was as fol. 
lows: ; “ 

“Gentlemen: France greets and 
thanks you for having chosen as the 
seat of your labors the city which for 
more han four ‘years the enemy ha: 
made his principal military objective: 
and which the-yalor of the allied 
against unceasingly renewed offen- 
Sives. ‘ =“ - i 

“Permit me to see in you: iy 
the homage of all the nations thut 
you represented toward a country 
which more than any other has en. 
dured the sufferings of war, of which 
entire provinces have beén transform. 
ed into a vast battefield and have 
been systematticaly laid waste by the 


invader and which has paid the hu- 
rman tributé in- death. ; 


“France has borne these sacrifices, 
although she had not the slighthest re- 
sponsibility for the frightfub. catas-\ 


trophe, -which overwhelmed thé? uni. }' 


verse. And-at the moment when tthe 
cycle of horror is énding, all the pow. 
ers Whos¢ delegates are assembled 
here, may acquit themselves of any 
share in the crime which has resulted 
i’ so unprecedented a disaster. What 
gives you the authority to establish a 
peace of justice is “the fact that none 
of the peoples of Whom you are 
delegates has had any part in the “itty 
justice.

“In the hope of conquering first the 
hegemony of Europe and next the 
mastery of 'the word, the Central Em_ 
pires, bound together by a secret plot 
found the most abominable of pre- 
texts for trying to ¢rush Serbia and 
force their way to the east. At ‘the 
same time they disowned the most 
solemn undertakings in order to crush 
Belgium and force their way into the 
heart of France. 

“Tf, after long: vicissitudes, those 
who wished to reign by the sword 
have perished by the sword, they have 
fbt themselves to blame. They havc 
‘been destroyed by their blindness. 
What could be more significant than 
the shamful bargains they attempted 
to offer to Great Britain and Frince 
at the end of July 1914 when to Great 
Britain they suggested: ‘Allow us to 
attack France on land and we wil 
not enter the channel,’ and when they 
instructed their ambassador to say 
to France ‘We will only accept_a de_ 
laration of neutrality on your part 
if you surrender to us Briey, Toul 
and Verdun?’ It is in the light of these 
things gentlemen that all the conclu- 
sions you will hdve to draw from the 
war will take shape.

Like 
Germany, Great Britain had guar-n- 
teed the independence vf Belgium, 
Germany sought to crush Belgium, 
Great Britatin and France both swore 
to save her. ‘Phus from the very be- 
ginning of t®stilities there came into 
conflict the two ideas which for fifty 
months were to struggle for the do- 


‘miniofi of*the ‘world—the idea of so- 


vereign force which accepts neither 
control hor check, nor the idea of 
justice, which depends on the sword 
only to Prevent or Tepress the abuse 
of strength.” |
